Bar, in determining of this Cauſe, why ought the Caſe to be 


ſtated otherwiſe than it is? The Grant from James IV. is of a Ba- 
rony or Baronies, and of the Office of Uſher, which by the Char- 
ter from that Prince is granted, chm libertatibus & divoriis ejuſd.

and the Rights thereof, as well as all other heritable Offices of 
whatever Kind, are feudal, and muſt be eſtabliſhed by Charter and 
Infeftment; and if, ex conceſſis, the one can be alienated, for this 
very Reaſon that it is feudal: and patrimonial, no Reaſon can be 
aſſigned, why the other may not be ſo likewiſe. | bod 
But the Reſpondents need not follow the Petitioner in this Ar- 


nt, which they apprehend is quite out of the Cafe: Is not this 


Office and Fees per ſe expreſly granted by the Crown to Heirs and Aſ- 
ſignies, and theſe Grants —— by Act of Parliament? How 
then is it poſſible to argue againſt the plain Words of the Grant, 
that the Office is indefeaſible and not alienable? This the Reſpon- 
ents apprehend reſolves truly in a Denial of the expreſs Tenor of 


the Grant, when -conceived in the cleareſt Words that can be de- 


viſed. 
However, as the Petitioner is pleaſed to treat the Point, deter- 
mined by the Interlocutor, as altogether new in our Law, we ſhall 


therefore, in the next Place, make it appear from the Records, that, 


from the earlieſt Time of our Law down to this. every Kind of he- 
ritable Offices have been ſeparately granted in Fee and Heritage, 


under the proper Tenures and Reddendos, that they have been car- 


ried by Service and Retour, and that the Retours contained a valen. 
for the Office, as in other feudal Rights, and that they have paſt 
from Family to Family in the Way of Commerce: Where then can 
there be any Doubt, but that it is the common Law of Scotland. 
that, as ſuch Offices are feudal and patrimonial, fo — may be 
tranſmitted from one Perſon to another, or from one Family

And, conform to theſe Opinions, the Liedges governed them- 
ſelves, in eſtabliſhing and carrying on of their Rights and Titles, 
when there was Occaſion to carry theſe Offices from their Debtors 
by legal Diligence Many Inſtances whereof your Lordſhips have 
under the 11th Branch of the Appendix, particularly the Offices of 
Sheriff of Elgin and Forres, Conſtable of Dundee, and King's 
Banner-bearer, Coroner of Bute, Keeper of the Palace of Falkland: 
Sheriff and Conſtable of Cromarty, and Sheriff and Forreſter 'of 
Clackmannan, which four laſt Offices were alſo purchaſed at a judi- 


cial Sale before your Lordſhips. 


It is in vain therefore for the Petitioner to aim at a Diſtinction 
which the Nature of the Thing . forbids; as if a Grant of an Office, 
tho heritable, was nothing elſe but the Continuation of a Grant for 
Life, which could not be adjudged: For, in our Law, there does 


not occur a greater Difference in any two Subjects. than in that 


which is merely perſonal and temporary, and that which is granted 
in Fie and Heritage for ever, which being of the Nature of other 


. feudal Rights, muſt be acquired, and paſs from one Hand to ano- 


ther in the ſame Way as all other Rights of that Kind; whereas in 
temporary Grants (as Craig, loco citat. obleryes) Cum delegans 
non poteſt- ſine ratione aſſerere juriſdittionem illam ad ſe jure 
guam optimo pertinere, beneficiumque illud per ſonale quod ali- 
cui indulſit per ſonam ejus non egredi, nec ſe poſſe cogi ut alium 
in ejus locum recipiat. i 4 in 
The Petitioner's overlooking of this Diſtinction and the Reaſon 
of it, has given Occaſion to the Miſtakes which appear in his Argu- 
ment; for the Nature of the Grant, and whether the ſame is ceſſi- 
ble and adjudgable or not, does not ly in the dilectus perſons, 
who is to officiate, but in this, whether the fame is granted /#b mo- 
do feud: in Fie and Heritage to Heirs and Aſſignies, with 1 or- 
inary 
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dinary Clanſes of Tenen. and Reddendo, fo as to conſtitute an heri- 
table Right of Pro or patrimonial Eſtate: Beſides that there is 


another very great Difference betwixt the Tranſmiſſion of the Right 
itſelf. and the Exerciſe of it. 


The Petitioner himſelf admits, that the Right to the Office is 
heritable, and there was not only the Choice of the firſt Perſon, - 
but the Choice of a Family; and we may be allowed to fay, even 


of a ſecond Family in Failure of the firſt : But the King's Grant Char. 16:3 


will not prevent Diſeaſes or Accidents coming into. theſe Families. 
The Perſon who was entitled to the Right may, notwithſtanding 
thereof, be lame or blind, or ne ſane mentis; which may pre- 
clude him from the Exerciſe of the Office: But the Right and Title 
would ſtill continue with him. And therefore no Argument can 
proceed from the Capacity of the Perſon exerciſing the Right, to 
the Title or Right itſelf; which entirely deſtroys the Conceit, that, 
becauſe of the Choice of a Perſon or Family, therefore the Right 
itſelf is not alienable. | | | | 
And this Conſideration likewiſe obviates the Objection ſo much 
inſiſted upon, That an Adjudger may be of low Birth, and un- 
worthy to walk before the Sovereign in his Proceſſions. This ſure 
occaſions no greater Incapacity than if he was lame or blind: Bur, 
as theſe Defects in the heritable Poſſeſſor may be ſupplied, by the 
Nomination of a r y. Perſon to officiate, and pro tempore to 
exerce the Office ; ſo may they likewiſe be ſupplied by a Perſon 
who has got a voluntary Right, or has affected the feudal Subject 
by legal Diligence. But in neither of the Caſes do ſuch tempo- 
rary Incapacities affect the Right; which once being admitted to be 
feudal, as in this Caſe it is demonſtrated from the Opinion of our 
Lawyers, and the Inſtances from the Records as far back as we 
have any, may therefore be tranſmitted, and remain and continue 
with the Purchaſer, either by voluntary Conveyance or legal Dili- 
gence, notwithſtanding of ſuch temporary Incapacities. 

This Conſideration alſo anſwers a further Objection brought by 
the Petitioner, That Titles of Honour, and particularly the Title 
of Knight Baronet in the Petitioner's Family, are neither alienable 
nor carried by Service and Retour, nor do they want Infeftment to 
compleat the Right, but- do adhere to and follow the Blood. For 
the Anſwer is, That theſe are mere Privileges, and not feudal and 

atrimonial Rights, ſuch as the Office in queſtion and all other Of- 
— of the like Kind are, whether taken ſeparately by themſelves. 
or 
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or as united and in 1 with Lands and Baronies. When the 
Petitioner ſhall have ſhown, that the Dignity of a Lord or of a 
Knight Baronet per fe has been conſtituted ro Heirs and Aſſignies 
in Fie and Heritage, by Charter — Tenend. and Reddendo, 
and Infeftment taken rhereupon in order to compleat the Right ; 
then he may argue the Parallel betwixt Dignities and proper patri- 
monial Feus : But, till then, the Diſtinction ſtands hed, and 
eſtabliſhed by the Authority of the Crows and of the Petitioner's 
Anceſtors; of the Crown, who have received Reſignation in com- 
mon Form, and given new Charters to ſuch in whole fayours the 
Reſignation was made, even of the Office per /e; and of the Pe- 
titioner's Anceſtors, in ſo far as they have taken Infeftments 
their Right; their Succeſſors have ſerved Heirs to their Predeceſſors 
in theſe very Infeftments, without which the Right could not be 
carried, have granted Reſignations for valuable Conſiderations, and 
have ſuffered the Office to be adjudged from them as a feudal and 
patrimonial Right; and the Authority of the Crown has been in- 
terponed by Charters on theſe Adjudications, without thetleaſt re- 
claiming; and, after all, the Authority of the ſovereign Court in- 
terpoſed by Dęcreet of Preference upon the very Subject. Aſter all 
which, if the Petitioner will ſtill inſiſt upon his Compariſon betwixt 
Dignities and Offices of this Kind, the Reſpondents may be allow- 
ed to fay, ſuch Compariſon will not carry him a great Length. 
For as to the Inſtances he brings of the great Offices of the Crown, 
ſuch as Conſtable, Admiral, Sc. it appears from Branch 13th and 
x4th, and Numb. 14. Branch 1ſt, that the Titles to theſe high Of- 
fices are perfected by Charter and Infeftment, having a Tenen. and 
Reddeu. that the Heirs always have taken up theſe Offices, and can 
only enter thereto by ſpecial Service and Retour. A remarkable In- 
ſtance whereof appeared upon the Death of Zudovick Duke of Len- 
nox, when it was the Opinion of all the Lawyers at the Time, that 
King Charles II. behoved to be ſerved and retoured in the Offices: 
of High-Admiral and Chamberlain, as Heir to the Duke, who died laſt 
veſt and ſeaſed therein. And accordingly, in the Year 1681, the King 
was, upon a Brieve of Mortanceſtry, ſerved Heir before the Macers, the 
Lord high Chancellor and fourteen Lords of the Seffion being the In- 
queſt of the Service. Thereafter theſe Offices were diſponed by the King 
to Charles Duke of Richmond, who, in 1705, conveyed the lame to 
Queen Are, and they were eſtabliſhed in her Majeſty's Perſon in 
the feudal Way, by a Procuratory and Inſtrument of — 
| | ad. 
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ad remanentiam, duly recorded in the * of Saſines. 

In like manner the Office of high Conſtable was conveyed by 
Andrew Earl of Errol, and Alexander his eldeſt Son, to Fran- 
tis his ſecond Son; and the ſaid Office, with the Fees and Caſual- 
ties thereof, was allo given out in Leaſe to William Henderſon, 
arid was by him poſſeſſed and enjoyed till the ſame fell to the Crown 
by Forfeiture. | 

| Upon theſe Conſiderations the Reſpondents may obtrude the Pe- 
titioner's own Words, That rhey have not adventured to ſay, 
That theſe high Offices are not alienable and tranſmiſſible from one 
Hand to another by voluntary Grant, neither will they, it is be- 
lieved, now attempt to maintain ſuch a Propoſition, when contra- 
dicted by the above Inſtances, as well as the many other Inſtances 
of other Offices mentioned in,the Appendix, and to the Legality 
whereof the Crown has affixed its Seal; and if ſuch is the Cale, the 
Reſpondents will dare yenture to maintain a Principle in our Law, 
That whatever Right of Property is ceſſible by voluntary Deed, is 
likewiſe affectable by legal Diligence; and that it is not the Diſpa- 
rity of the Perſon to the Office, who may have acquired Right to 
the ſame, that will void the Right, though it may pro loco & tem- 
gore impede the Exerciſe of it: In which we lake late Inſtances 
touching one of theſe brought by the Petitioner himſelf, that is, of 
the noble Family of Errol entitled to the high Rank and Right of 
Conſtable of Scotland, where the Counteſs, ratione ſexts, could 
not officiate at his Majeſty's Coronation ; yet her Deputy, the Duke 
of Roxburgh, was admitted to perform the Office. And it is thought 
no Perſon in his Senſes will doubt, that the Right-and Title to the 
Office, whilſt another did officiate in it, did then, and does till re- 
main with the Counteſs of Erral. Heir of that illuſtrious Family, 
derived from her Anceſtors, in a feudal Way, by Reſignations, Re- 
tours and Infeftments. _ 

The like, as Occaſion offers, the Reſpondents preſume, would 
be admitted in ſuch Caſes with reſpect to the other high Offices of 
the Crown, while theſe remain with, the noble Families who pre- 
ſently poſſeſs them in Fie and Heritage, as a patrimonial Property; 
and of conſequence theſe Offices may likewiſe be ſubjected to legal 
Diligence, which is agrecable to the Law of Eng/and, as will by 
and by appear, and againſt which our Lawyers have hitherto found 
out no other Remedy, than by an Entail, with prohibitory, reſolu- 
tive and irritant Clauſes, of which there are Inſtances upon * Branch 12th, 

D An 
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And whereas the Petitioner obſerves, That the Office. being ineoro 
porated with the Barony, makes no Alteration in the Cale, ſeeing - 
tuch Offices may be again disjoined from the Lands, to which they 
are annexed ; and being fo disjoined, (notwithſtanding that the Grant 
of the whole was to Heirs and Aſſignies) they mult each of them 
be conſidered as if they had neyer been incorporated together, the 
Lands may be conveyed and adjudged, becaule granted to. Heirs and 
Aſſignies, theſe Words only reſpecting the Lands, but the Office 
uſt remain unalienable, according to its Nature, in the ſame Way 
as if a Dignity of Peerage had heen granted with the Lands, as is 
the Caſe with reſpect to the Dignities and Offices in the Family of 
Errol, Maderty and ſeyeral others; and if a ſingular Succeſſor in 
the Lands, whether- by voluntary Deed or legal Diligence, could 
have no Title to the Dignity 1 alongſt with the Lands, ſo nei- 
ther would he have to Offices. , . 
So far the Petitioner argues juſtly, That Offices may be ſeparated 
from Lands, even where the Offices were incorporated with the 
Lands; and it may be likewiſe true, when ſuch Separation happens, 
each of the Subjects return to their original Nature. If, when unit- 
ed, both were feudal and patrimonial Rights of their own Nature, 
they remain ſo after they are disjoined, and particularly it appears, 
with reſpect to the Office in Diſpute, when disjoined from the Lands, 
the Grant of it was to Heirs and Aſſignies, and was as much feu- 
dal and patrimonial, as when united with the Barony, and muſt: 
paſs in the ſame Way as the Barony which the Petitioner admits was 
in commercio, and might be the Subject of Tranſmiſſion from one 
Hand to another, and affectable by legal Diligence. And it has 
been ſhown from the many Inſtances before referred to, that every 
other Office of the like kind has been eſtabliſhed per /+, and paſt in 
the fame Manner. It is therefore a mere petitio principii, when 
the Petitioner aſſumes, that upon the Disjunction ofthe Office from 
the Lands and Barony, it would remain unalienable; and for the 
ſame Reaſon it is likewiſe ing the Queſtion, when the Petitioner 
takes as granted that ſuch Offices are in the ſame Caſe with Peera-- 
ges and other Dignities: It has been proved that the one is feudal 
and patrimonial, and that Dignities are meer Privileges, not alien- 
able, but inherent in the Blood; ſo that when they are ſeparated from 
the Lands by voluntary Deed, conveying the Lands or legal Dili- 
gence affeQing the ſame, rhe Dignity returns to its priſtine State, 
not ſubject to Alienation; but no Argument can be drawn from this 
| to 
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to heritable Offices, which have been mly as far back as we 
have any Veſtige of Records, eſtabliſhed in the feudal Way, and 
tranſmitted by legal and voluntary Conveyances, as much as any 
other Right in patrimomis of the Subject. © 
The Petitioner does further urge and inſiſt, That in the Caſe of 
a Purſuit upon the paſſive Titles againſt the Earl Mariſchall. the Lords 
found Peerages — Offices not to be in commercio, and that there- 
fore the Defender's uſing the Title of Earl, and exercing the Office 
of Marſhal, made no paſſive Title. | 
But theſe are not the Words of the Interlocutor, as obſerved by 
the Author Lord Harcus, to whom the Petitioner refers: The 
Lords, as this Author obſerves, did indeed find the Title of Nobi- 
lity and Office of Mariſchall was annexed to the Blood, and not in 
commercio, and that the uſing the Title, and exercing the Office of 
Mariſchall, made no paſſi ve Title. It is therefore no Interlocator, as 
the Petitioner would have it, with reſpect to P and Offices 
in general, but is reſtricted to this Peerage and Office, the Nature 
of which, from any Argument prefixed to the Deciſion either of one 
Side or other, does not appear; and the Reſpondents ſhall only no- 
rice, that there is ſomething ſingular in this Peerage which does not 
occur in any other; the Dignity is not taken from a Barony, but 
from 1 Office itſelf; he — — — all; and ſo wore N is ſunk, 
and inſeparably incorporated wit ignity. And pro upon 
this — — that the Decifon has followed, — 
Production of any Writs or Titles, from whence it might have ap- 
peared, that the Office was feudal and 1 carrying along 
with it Fees and Salaries, as a neceſſary Dependent and Conſequence 
of the ſame, which a s to be the Cale of the Office of Uther, 
touching which the preſent Queſtion occurs, and of ſeveral other he- 
ritable Offices, which have not only been by voluntary Deed con- 
veyed, but carried off by legal Diligence of Adjudication, and b 
judicial Sales before your Lordſhips, as the Act of Parliament vb; 4 
in that behalf dires. Ox | | 
Upon this the Petitioner is pleaſed to obſerve, That there are 
only two Inſtances, in the Caſe of the Sheriftships of Cromarty and 
Clackmannan ; and that theſe have paſt without the Obſervation of 
the Court, it being incongruous, that the Office of a Judge and 
Magiſtrate ſhould be ſubjected to private Bargains, or be affectable 
by legal Diligence: And that therefore, where ſuch Bargains and 
Practices have not been challenged in foro contradicłorio, no Con- 
{ſequence can be drawn ſrom ſuch Cates as Precedents. 


It 
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It has already appeared, that, even with reſpect to this Office, 
Queſtions and Diſputes have ariſen, and been determined in foro 
contradictorio, by a Decreet of Preference in this Court; and it 
does now appear, that many other Inſtances are found in the Re- 
cords, more than the Petitioner has mentioned. And indeed, with 
reſpect to voluntary Conveyances, the Inſtances are ſo antient, and 
carried down almoſt through cycry Reign, that no body can doubt 
but the Practice is agrecable to the common Law of the Land; for 
that common Law, which is contradiſtinct from Statute, can appear 
no otherwiſe: than from repeated Inſtances of the like Kind, never 
hitherto contradicted by any of the Perſons therein concerned, un- 
til now that this Procels is . And altho', for Want of pro- 
r Records of legal Diligence fo far back as theſe of conventional 
TranſaRtions, Inſtances fo remote cannot be brought ; — Inſtances 
are brought of ſuch Offices being affected by legal Diligence as far 
back as ſuch Records are extant. And it may well be preſumed, 
that as the learned Crazg's Opinion could be juſtified from what 
had appeared in the Practice, this Method of affecting heritable 
Offices by Compriſing was not a Novelty in his Time; and conſe- 
quently, that the ſame muſt be taken as the common Law of the 
Land. And ſo it has been adjudged in this Court as often as the 
Queſtion occurred, as has appeared from the Decreet of Preference 
obtained by Sir James and Sir William Cockburns againſt the 
other Creditors of Langtown, before referred to, and in the other 
Caſe of the King's Printer. | | 
The Petitioner does indeed pretend, That, in the firſt Caſe, th 
proper Parties intereſted, namely, Sir Archibald Cockburn and his 
Son, were not appearing in the Diſpute; and that, if they have 
omitted to claim their Right, this can be of no Prejudice to the 
Petitioner. Nl Ft 
But this is all AﬀeQation and Pretence- The Parties entitled to 
object were in Court, the Titles to the Subject in Diſpute were in 
Court; and if the Law had fo ſtood, as that this heritable Office 
could neither be habilely conveyed nor affected by Adjudication, 
it was pars judicis to ſend them out of Court: But as all the e- 
minent Lawyers at the Time, as well as the Judges, were of Opi- 
nion, after inſpecting the Titles, that this heritable Office was both 
ceſſible and adjudgable, the Decreet of Preference cauſa coguita 
went out, and the Party entitled to ir has now for fifty Years been 
in Poſſeſſion accordingly. 
And as to the other Deciſion touching the King's Printer, Whe- 
| ther 
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her the Office itſelf could be carried by Adjudication ; the Interlo- | 
cutor finding it might be adjudged was reclaimed againſt, and, after 
a full Hearing in Preſence, the Caſe was again ſolemnly determined, 
and the former Interlocutor adhered to as le to Law. ; 
And indeed it is nothing different from that of our neighbouring 
Nation in Point of Right, though the Form may vary. Some 
Lands and Manours in England are holden of the Crown by the 
Tenure of Grand Serjeanty; that is, for Performance of an Of. 
fice about the King or his Court, ſuch as Champion, Uſher, C 
bearer, or the like; and when any Incapacity of the Perſon in the 
Right happens which bars the Exerciſe, rhe Right continues with 
the Party, and a Deputy is named for the Exerciſe. 
So at the Coronation of Richard II. of England, John Wilt- 
Hire, Citizen of London, was in the Right and Title of certain 
Lands holden of the Crown by Grand Serjeanty, to wit, to hold 
a Towel when the King ſhould waſh his Hands before Dinner the 
Day of his Coronation ; the Citizen preferred his Petition to the 
Lord High Steward, praying he might be admitted to do this Of- 
fice: And although by the — he was not admitted himſelf, 
by reaſon he was a Citizen having no Dignity, yet he was allowed 
to perform the Office by Edmund Earl of Canterbury his Deputy, 
who did accordingly perform it in the Right of the Citizen. | 
At the ſame Coronation a Petition was exhibited by one who 
held cerrain Lands by Grand Serjeanty, to find the King at his 
Coronation a Glove for his Right Hand, and to ſupport the King's 
Right Hand the fame Day while he held in it the Verge Royal; - 
the Petitioner, by the * iven, was admitted to perform 
the Office claimed, upon his firſt taking on him the Order of 
Knighthood ; and accordingly for that Effect, the King created him cee, 1. np. / 
a Knight upon the Tue ſdaꝝ preceeding the Coronation. 3 
Anne the Wife of Sir John Haſtings Earl of Pembroke, who 
held the Manour of Aſbley in Norfolk of the King by Grand Ser- 
, to perform the Office of the Napery at his Coronation, 
was adjudged to make a D , becauſe a Woman could not do it 
in Perſon, and thereupon ſhe deputed Sir Thomas Blount, Knight,

Upon the whole Matter your Lordſhips will have obſerved, that 
the Genius and Principles of the Law of Scotland, in all its 
Branches,tends towards the Security and Satisfaction of true and law- 
ful Creditors, out of whatever can be called Property or Patrimo- 
ny of the Debitor: That this Office of Uſher, as well as the ma- 
ny other Offices of the Kingdom above condeſcended on, is. given 
off in way of feudal Right to the Holder, and conſequently is of 
his Property and Patrimony, whether the ſame be holden ſeparate- 
ly or jointly with Lands and Baronies : That this is confirmed by 
e Requilite of Infeftment for the Right, and the Ne- 
ceſſity after ſuch Infeftment of ſuch Subjects paſſing from the An- 
ceſtor to the Holder by Reſignation, or by their paſſing in way-of 
Retour by Brief of Mortanceſtry from Anceſtor to Heir, and by 
the Valen. and Reddendo in ſuch Retours. It has likewiſe appear- 
ed, that whatever Subject is ceſſible, is likewiſe affectable by the 
law ful Diligence of Creditors, being the Property and Patrimony
